Clyde and Belfast could put-very 
large ships Into the water but 
could not fully fit them oyt or 
repalr them because they did 
not have sufficiently large dry- 
docks, 


SOUTHAMPTON DRYROCKS 

Mr M. G. J. McHafMlo, who had 
been chairman of a speclat dry- 
docks cammittco Initiated by the 
ILN.A. somg years ago, recalled 
how successive drydocks at 
Southampton, to meet the needs 
of the largest liners, had to be 
replaced aos IMners grew in size. 

The No 6 drydock at 
Southampton, built between 1903 
and 1905, was the largest in the 
world at the time, yet within 
five years it had to be widened 
to take the Olympic.

He added that 
there was no evidence to in= 
dicate that: the defendants re 
ceived the proceeds iffom the 
sale, but Police belicve 
that tho money was handed 
over. to.certain. members of. the 
Police Force and: others. ..

tiff’s alleged failure to complete 
two contracts respectively for 
1,000 and 200 bales  Jarila 
quality, thereby —_ necessitating 
defendants to sell the goods at 
heavy’ Joss; and tavo sums of 
$16,000 and $36,030.54. (These 
two latter sums have since been 
admitted: by the plaintiff). 


INVOLVED FACTS 

Opening. the defence, Mr 
Bernacchl sald he would not 
agree with Mr d'Almatda’s open- 
‘ing’ that: the. cose-was -purely an 
issue of fact, unless the Court 
were to believe that there was 
a positive agreement to hold 
certain goods on behalf of the 
plaintify. On the other hand, 
{t would be wiser to get all the 
facts on record before dealing 
with the law.
